CAPTAIN'S ORDERS 
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He Failed to Call Skipper 
as Instructed. 


CURRENT SHIFTED SHIP 


Neither Anderson Nor Mate Able 


to Explain Size of Hole 
Knocked in Empress.

QUEBEC, June 17.—The captain and 
first officer of the collier Storstad tes- 
tified today at the Empress of Ireland 
wreck inquiry and contradicted in sev- 
eral particulars the st:‘ements made 
on the stand yesterday by Capt. Ken- 

The first officer, 
Alfred Tuftenes, who was in command 
of the collier when the collision oc- 
curred, insisted that there was no ex- 
plosion and no sheet of flame from the 
side of the Empress when she was 
struck, as Capt. Kendall had described. 
Tuftenes swore that all he saw were 
sparks such as might have been ex- 
pected from the jmpact of steel on 


dall of the lost liner. 


steel. 


The first officer admitted that he had 
not obeyed instructions in failing to call 
his captain from below when the fog 
shut down just before the collision. He 
said he believed that the Storstad had 
the right of way and that he was en- 
titled to keep his course at reduced 
speed, even though he had signaled pre- 
viously te the Empress that he had 
stopped. He said the current was re- 


sponsible for swinging the ship. 
Andersen Agrees With Mate. 


It was the speed of the Empress, he 
explained, which caused the Storstad’s 
bow to sfnk 12 feet into the side of 


the passenger vessel. 


Capt. Andersen agreed with his mate 


as to the speed of the two vessels. 


“Capt. Kendall says the Empress was 
stopped; you say she was going fast,”’ 
“Can you explain

“I cannot,”’ replied Andersen. 
“What do you think?’ 


“She must have gone full speed astern

Tuftenes said he did not know wheth- 
er the master of the Storstad got a bo- 
nus for a speedy trip with coal for the 
Dominion Coal Co, between Sydney and 


Montreal. Capt. Andersen of the Stor- 


stad, who was sitting in the rear of 


the court, was asked about it and re- 


mitted that the ship was unloaded at 
night at Montreal. 
Denies Navigating in Fos. 
“Time is apparently important, then? 
commented the attorney. 

Tuftenes conceded that it seemed to 
be. He denied that the Storstad war 
navigated in the fog for one hour an‘ 
a half prior to first seeing the masthead 
lights of the Empress. When the lights 
came into view he said,, the Empress 
was about six miles away and one an1d 
a half points on the Storstad’s port 
bow. She was pursuing a course 
across the Collier's bow. 

Witness said that at the end of 16 


wih 


minutes the Empress had changed her 


course and was about one point on 
the port bow of the Storstad. te saii 
he ordered the helm aport and a little 
later hard aport, the object being 1° 
keep the ship from swinging to port. 

He said he did not hear the Empress 
blow two long blasts. 

Finding the helm would not act, he 
put his engines ahead, but the engines 
were not working long enough to give 
the ship headway, he said. 

The witness said the Empress when 
she came out of the fog was two ship’s 
lengths away, He agreed that if the 
Empress was going 10 knots an hour and 
the Storstad only one knot an hour as 
he said they were, it looked to him 
now as if they should have cleared 
safely. 

“T thought that I was entitled to keep 
my. course and speed,” said the witness. 

“Seriously,” said Aspinall, ‘‘as a sail- 
or, is it your belief that you are en- 
titled to do that in a fog?’ 

“Providing that I do not go full speed, 
but moderate speed,” said the witness. 

Failed to Obey Instructions. 

“Your instructions were to call the 
Captain directly that fog appeared?”’ 

aes.” 

“Why didn’t you obey instructions?” 
asked Lord Mersey. 

“I did not think it necessary.’’ 

“Your master did not get on the 
bridge until the damage -was done,” 
commented the chairman. “If you had 
obeyed instructions he would have come 
up long before.” 

The witness, in reply to queries, said 
he thought the Storstad penetrated fhe 
Empress about 12 feet, due to ‘‘the 
speed of the Empress.’ 

“But if you were practically station- 
ary and the Empress was moving she 
would have had to approach you cra» 
fashion to accomplish that,’’ suggested 
Aspinall. 

Witness answered that the driving 
power was supplied by the Empress 
crosing the Storstad bows.

C. S. Haight of New York, lawyer for 
the Storstad, supplemented the evidence 
of Tuftenes, at the request of Lord Mer- 
sey, ty giving as his explanation of 
the dizaster a belief that the big liner 
thought she could cross the bows of the 
slow-going .collier and that her helm 
was ordered ported by one officer and 
starboarded by another, sugyesting a 
confusion of orders. 

Capt. Kendall denied this. 

Capt. Kendall, describing the horror 
of the disaster, told of how a shect of 
flame burst from the E:apress after 
she was rammed, the prow f the col- 
lier evidently penetrating to her boil- 
ers. 

One of the witnesses was George J. 
Gibson, who represented the sailors’ and 
firemen. He suggested to the court that 
there were not sufficient able seamen 
on the liner. He claimed there were 
only 28 in all and that this was not 
enough to take care ofthe 43 boats which 
were on the vessel. 

Lord Mersey questioned Capt. Kendali 
on this point. The Captain declared 
the boats were got out quickly and that 
they were not shorthanded. 

Then the question of boat drill came 
up. Capt. Kendall said it was conduct- 
ed regularly. 

‘Did the seamen who were on duty 
show any preference in saving their 
own lives?’’ Capt. Kendall was asked.

In an interview given out Wednesday. 
President Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Improvements showed how the new 
charter would save the taxpayers large 
sums of money by enabling them to get 
their street construction and other im- 
provements constructed on a _ business 
basis. 

‘“‘One very serious defect in the present 
charter, which will be corrected by the 
adoption of the new charter, is that 
of special assessments for street im- 
provements,” said President Kinsey. 

“The old charter lays down an abso- 
lutely fixed rule for determining the 
limigs of an assessment district. This 
rule works well where blocks are lati 
out in rectangular shape, and all the 
property is subdivided. But in sections 
of the city where all the streets have 
not yet been opened up and where 
tracts of land are held in large bodies, 
very great. injustice is often done. 

‘The burden frequently falls upon 
smaHh property owne®s who are not in 
any way responsible for the existins 
conditions. If the city officials did no* 
follow the absolute letter of the charte: 
in laying out the taxing district, the 
entire issue of tax bi!l!'s would be invalic. 

Injustice Has Been Done. 

‘‘Numerous cases have been decided in 
which the courts have insisted upon th2 
strictest compliance with the rules laid 
cown in the present charter, and so it 
happens that city officials from time to 
time have been forced to include in the 
assessment districts property which 


+they Knew has: not been benefited in the 


least by the improvement, and in this 
manner have been forced to see great 
injustice done at times. 

‘Recent court decisions have gone so 
far as to prevent the Board of Public 
Improvements from accepting dedica- 
tions of streets, which would, in some 
cases, permit property owners to avo‘d 
such unjust taxation. 

“The new charter provides a simple 
procedure which will enable the Boar. 
of Public Service and the Board of Ald- 
ermen to lay out taxing districts which 
will include only such property as -s 
actually benefited by the improvement. 

‘Another difficulty growing out of the 
present method of assessment for public 
improvements is that contractors are 
compelled to accept entire responsibiliiy 
for the integrity of the tax bills issued, 
and that contractors are compelled to 
borrow money from banks on the pros- 
pective issue of tax bills. 


Saving of 14 Per Cent Seen, 
“Banks do not take these bills from 


contractors at face value, but discount 
them considerably, and in addition 
charge a stiff rate of interest. 

“It is estimated that this procedure 
makes the work cost the taxpayer at 
least 14 per cent more than if it could 
be put on a cash basis. 

“The new charter provides the ma- 
chinery for letting public work to the 
lowest bidder on a cash basis, thus sav- 
ing to the taxpayers large sums of 
money.” ;

It follows: 


Letter From BHernatein. 
“Dear Mr. President—I have read with 


deep interest your address at the dedi- 
cation of the American University. I 
take the liberty of inquiring whether 
you were correctly quoted in the fol- 
lowing lines, which were published in a 
New York newspaper: 

“*That is the reason why scholar- 
ship has usually been most fruitful 
when associated with religion, and 
scholarship has never, so far as I can 
at this moment recall, been associ- 
ated with any religion except the 
religion of Jesus Christ.’ 

“I feel quite certain that you know 
that true scholarship has ever been and 
is now the very essence and foundation 
of Judaism, the religion that give birth 
to Christianity. It seems to me that it 
would, therefore, be unfair to exclude 
Judaism from the religion with which 
scholarship has been intimately associ- 
ated. 

“You know of my profound admira- 
tion for you as a great President and a 
great thinker and a great man. I feel 
that you would not make a statement 
that is unfair. 

“With deep regard, I am, faithfully 
yours, HERMAN BERNSTEIN.” 
The President’s Heply. 

The President's reply was: 

“My Dear Mr. Bernstein: I am sorry 
that there should have been any unfair 
implication in what I said at the open- 
ing of the American University. You 
may be sure that there was nothing of 
the kind in my mind, or very certainly 
nothing in my thoughts that would dis- 
criminate in the important matter you 
speak of, against Judaism. 

“I find that one of the risks and pen- 
alties of extemporaneous speaking is 
that you do not stop to consider the 
whole field, but address yourself merely. 
to the matter directly in hand.

Said Mercantile Trust Co., as such 
trustee, shall, out of the income, 
rents and profits of my estate, pay 
all of the taxes which may be law- 
fully assessed or charged against the 
same; shall make all necessary al- 
terations, repairs or improvements 
upon any real estate of which I may 
die seized and possessed; shall pro- 
vide and pay for all insurance which 
it may deem necessary or proper, 
and shall do all such things and acts 
as may be necessary for the preser- 
vation of any real estate belonging 
to my estate or of the improvements 
now or hereafter erected thereon. 

Income to Wife and Daughter. 

Fourth. During the joint lives 
of my said wife and daughter, said 
trustee shall pay one-half of the net 
income, rents and profits of my es- 
tate unto my said wife; and shall 
pay so much of the remaining half 
net income unto my daughter, as 
my said wife may designate and de- 
termine to be reasonable and proper 
to be paid over to her, or if, for any 
treason, either through absence or 
incapacity, my wife shall not be 
able to designate and determine such 
reasonable and proper amount, then 
such amount as said trustee may 
deem reasonable and proper; the 
paymenis to my wife to be made as 
nearly as possible in equal monthly 
installments and the payments to my 
said daughter to be made from time 
to time and at such times as my 
wife may suggest and designate to 
raid trustee, or, in the absence of 
such suggestion or designation, at 
such times as the trustee may deem 
proper. 

Fifth. Upon the death of my 
wife, if my daughter survives her, 
said trustee shall pay unto my said 
daughter the total net income of my 
said estate; and shall pay the same 
in monthly installments, as nearly 
equal as possible. 

Sixth. Upon the death of my 
daughter, if my wife survives her, 
and my said daughter shal! die with- 
out leaving child or children surviv- 
ing her, said trustee shall pay unto 
my said wife the total net income 
of my said estate, in monthly in- 
stallments as nearly equal as possi- 
ble. But if my said daughter shall 
leave child or children surviving her, 
then my said wife shall receive the 
total net income of my estate, except 
as reduced by the next succeeding 
paragraph.

more than one surviving child, the 
income derived from said $1,000,000 
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shall be divided equally between 
them, or, during minority, applied 
equally towards their support, main-

Eighth. Upon the death of my 
said wife and daughter, if the 
latter shall die without leaving 
child or children surviving her 
the trust herein created shall 
cease and determine and all of 
the property then in the hands

BETTER GARE FOR 
BABIES IN SUMMER 


Dr. E. W. Saunders Tells Moth- 
ers Greatest Dangers Is 
Heat at Night.

emphasizing the importance of adapt 
ing the infants’ food and clothing to 
the weather conditions and scouting the 
idea of grandmothers that babies must 
always be dressed in flannel to keep 
them from taking cold. 

Dr. Saunders divides the summer 
temperature into three zones, the cool 
from 60 to 70 degrees, the temperate 
from 70 to 8 and the torrid, or “horrid,’’ 
a; he said it might well be pronounced 
from &® to 10. Recent temperature of 
St. Louis has been that of the torrid 
zor.e and has made the care of infants 
expecially in the congested downtown 
districts, a vital question if their lives 
are to be saved. 

Dr. Saunders said he hoped to see the 
time when all the babies from the con- 
gested parts of the city will be en- 
camped with their mothers in Forest 
Park every night during the heate: 
term. 

“It’s Night Heat That’s Fatal.” 

‘Tt is the heat of the night which 
kills,’’ he said. ‘‘In those regions where 
the nights are always cool, though the 
days may be excessively hot, infan~ 
suffering and mortality are vastly less 
than with us.” 

A great danger of the hot nights, Dr. 
Saunders said, is in the stagnant or 
still air of the night, and he urged that 
vhen babies perspire excessively and 
sieep restlessly they should be fanncd 
until early in the morning. A healthy 
baby, he said, can stand a moderate 
breeze from a window and fan and be 
the better for it. 

3aby’s sleeping place should be a 
smooth, hard mattress with a moss pil- 
low, according to Dr. Saunders, and it 
should not be allowed to see a feather 
in the hot weather. The floor with a 
quilt spread on it, he said, would be 
far better than a bed, €éspetially for 
the daytime nap, where the baby car 
iol without danger of falling. 

Regarding the use of flannel next co 
the baby’s skin, Dr. Saunders said it 
had been discarded entirely by recent 
German authorities and that all phy- 
sicians would join him if it were pos- 
sible to bring the mothers, and espe- 
cially the grandmothers, to that idea. 
If flannel must worn, he said, it 
should be only a light woolen band, and 
should not be surmounted by any other 
clothes, as this would form a blanket 
of hot air around the baby. 

Dr. Saunders said the baby should be 
bathed frequently in hot weather, thar 
a little vinegar should be added to the 
bath water, and that powder should be 
used freely. Where baby’s sleep is rest- 
less. with frequent crying out, he said, an 
extra bath or a drink of water would 
help it. He urged mothers to banish 
the fear of baby taking cold in hot 
weather, bu. to see that it had proper 
clothing on days when the temperature 
falls to what he classes as the cool 
zone. 

Proper Feeding Is Essential, 


be 


He said proper feeding was necessary 
for the baby’s health in hot weather. 
He urged clean, pure milk and warned 
mothers to see that it is not contami- 
nateg@ by flies. Nursing mothers, he 
said, should take great care of them- 
selves. 

The use of the Bulgarian Baccilus, 
or buttermilk germ, was advocated by 
Dr. Saunders to keep the baby’s diges- 
tive system in a healthy condition and 
to guard against summer diseases. This 
germ may be given the baby in the 
form of common buttermilk, or it may 
be obtained at drug stores in prepara- 
tion and fed to the baby in other food, 
he said.

"Adagio W. HIGGINS, who is rap-

‘The Tom Morris trophy competition, 
decided Tuesday, saw the first employ- 
ment of the new system, which yielded 
satisfactory returns the very first try. 

Under the old system “par’’ for any 
hole on any course was a matter of the 
number of yards from tee to cup. 
Whether the said yards ran perpendic- 
ularly into the empyrean, extended hori- 
zontally over the prairie, or ran down 
a 45-degree declivity toward the skyline 
made no difference. Nor did the haz- 
ards, natural or artificial, about the 
hole affect the ‘par’ estimate—the 
yards alone counted. 

This year on Memorial day each club 
sent its five best players over its course. 
Par was determined by the best ball fo: 
each hole scored by this quintet. 

The improvement in the system wa: 
shown in the Tom Morris play, Tues- 
day, when the courses that once fa- 
vored their teams failed to show as 
well as formerly. The “par’’ system 
now adopted is a reasonable one, be- 
cause it is not so arbitrary.

She Loved Holman Before 
She Married Clergyman. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., zune 17.—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Curtis Holman, whose ultra- 
ardent love letters addressed to her 
“man,” her “mate,” while she was the 
wife of another, startled jury and audi- 
ence when they were read in a Hart-* 
ford courtroom last week, talked freely | 
and frankly here with a reporter. 

In the Federal Court at Hartford she 
is suing her first -husband, the Rev. 
Cranston Brenton of Yonkers, and two 
uhysicians for $50,000 damages. She says 
they illegally had her confined for weeks 
in an insane asylum at Brattleboro, Vt. 

The Rev. Mr., Brenton, who divorced 
her, introduced in evidence a confession 
she had signed in the asylum, admitting 
her relation with Frederick Ernest Hol- 
man, the ‘“‘man-mate’ to whom she| 
wrote while she was the minister's wife, 
and who married her after the divorce. 
Also many highly fervent love missives 
were read in court. 

Mrs. Holman and her second husband 
were here, awaiting resumption of the 
trial and meantime taking auto and 
trolley rides and roaming in the “cool 
green woods’ of which she wrote s0 
feelingly. 


Real Purpose of Her Suit. 
Mrs. Holman was asked whether she 


was bringing suit for the possible mon- 
etary return or for revenge — her 
first husband. 

“My real purpose has not been .- re- 
vealed in the hearing of the case so far,’ 
she replied. “It has been overloeked. It 
is this: I want a vindication of my good 
name and I want my.boy Jonathan, who 
is 8 years old and was given into the 
custody of Mr. Brenton at the time of 
our divorce. 

“TI do not care about the money. But 
I want to show that I was confined in 
that asylum simply that my first hus- 
band might force me to sign a ‘confes- 
sion’ ‘of things that were not. frué so 
that he might divorce me.. He knew that 


to be free from him, but he would not 
allow me to get the divorce because of 
his calling. 

The confession I signeh was not true. 
I hope the jury wii,bdelieve this, grant 
mé a verdict, and in that way enable me 
to ‘Feopen the divorce proceedings and 
get my little son again.”’ 

Mrs. Holman, in reply to a series of 
questions, began at the very beginning 
of her tangled love story and went 
through with it to. the end. Shs was 
born in Hartford, she. explained, the 
daughter of Dr. Jonathan Curtis, a phy- 
sician. Upon leaving the hig! school of 
that city she prepared for Bryn Mawr 
College, but took a fancy for opera and 
went to Italy to study. music. Her voice 
proved to be a pleasing mezzo-soprano, 
but lacked the volume the stage would 
require. So she returned to Hartford 
and devoted herself to writing. 

“It was then that I met Cranston 
Brenton,’ she said. “He was an in- 
structor in English at Trinity. College. 
I thought I loved him. It seemed x» 
wonderful thing for a girl of: 19 -t» 
attract the devotion of a clergyman, a 
rrofessor, with attainments and perhaps 
a glowing future. So we became en 
gaged in 1900, 

“Early in 1901 I wrote a little book 
which was privately published. It_con- 
taired paraptrases of 109 of Omar Khoy- 
yam’s quatrains. It may not have had 
much. merit, but somehow Jit’ chanced 
to rench the office of a little newspaper 
in Taunton and fell into the. t bands of 4.’ 
Ernest—Mr. Holman. 

‘We met, and then I knew what love 
really was. I knew that I did not love 
Mr. Brenton, but loved Ernest. And he 
immew it. too, and loved me. But hetween 
us, in our boy and girl sense of honor. 
stood my engagement to the minister. 
Foolishly, we regarded that as an in- 
superable barrier and gave each other 
up.

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STORY OF THE CHARTER 


No. 5. New Method of Electing Officers. 
LD fashion charter makers thought it a fine 
O idea to split up responsibility so that no 
official could de anything without the con- 
sent of some other official. They thought this 
was @ g00d way to check rascality. We know that 
it dees not check rascality; but gives the rascals 
a good chance to shift the blame for any bad ac- 
tion. They say: “I didn't do it; ‘twas the oth- 
er fellow.” That’ is the way it has been in St. 
Louis under our present, old-fashion charter. 
We have been electing 14 officials, besides 41 
members of the Municipal Assembly. 
Under the new charter we will elect a Mayor, 
Comptroller, President of the Board of Aldermen 
and 28 members of the Board of Aldermen. Until 
the State Constitution is changed all of these 
must be elected at large; when it is made pogsible 
to do so, by a change of the State Constitution, 
the Aldermen will he elected by wards, which 
shall have straight lines, and, as nearly as posai- 
ble, the same number of inhabitants. 
Under the old charter an official ia elected for 
a term of years, and, no matter how bad he is, 
stays in office until the end of his term—unless 
we can send him to the penitentiary. 
Under the new charter if 20 per cent of the vot- 
erg ere dissatisfied with an official, after he has 
been in office six months, they ean file a petition 
of recall. If he does not resign in 10 days, the 
Board of Hlection Commissioners must call an 
election at which the voters will vote on the ques- 
Jon: hall this official be removed from office? 
A majority in favor of removing him makes the 
office vacant. No other official can block this, 
as every part of the new charter wording on the 
subject containe the word “must.” 
Hach of the 28 Aldermen will receive $1806 un- 
der the new charter; under the present charter 
members of the House and Couneil 
receives $300 a year. The increase ig enough to 
pay for the work required, and should lessen the 
temptation to graft. Almost every man would 
rather take a reasonable salary, and be honest, 
than graft twice as much with striped clothes and 
diagrace for his family staring him tn the face 
every day. The number of grafters who averaged 
$1800 e year is very small, and most of those went 
to the penitentiary or Mexico. 
Two-thirds of the Aldermen may pass « bill 
over the Mayor's veto; but they cannot compro- 
mise with a contractor, exempt anyone frem the 
payment of his taxes, nor sell the waterworks, as 
the boodlers once tried to do. 
Under the new charter the Mayor will be paid 
$10,000, the oma 2 vt $8000 and the

Louis to- 
day know what the indebtedness or 
the revenue of the waterworks is? 
The waterworks needs a searching in- 
vestigation. If the works had been 
handled properly there would be no 
bonded debt and the people would re- 
ceive water for fully 60 per cent less 
than they do. Public owmership and 
eivf service are stepping stenesn to 
a monarchy. Public ownership would 
never have developed the country as 
it is developed today. Look at Can- 
ada and every other country where 
the king owns all.

Considerable progress toward realizing 
one of the dreams of physicists and 
chemists—cold light—has been made by 
Prof. W. D. Bancroft of the department 
of physical chemistry at the University 
of Pennsylvania.
